“You'll think I'm several kinds of a devil 
if you don't get out of here,” came the hot 
reply from the druggist. “I'll give you all 
just three seconds to get out of here and 
move quickly.”’ 

‘The women again cheered for Dowie ana 
departed without attempting any smashing. 

George Remus, a druggist at 952 Milwaukee 
avenue, used a bottle of ammonia to protect 
himself from the raiders at 7 o’clock last 
evening. Six customers were in his store 
when the women entered. There were four 
of them, all robed in long cloaks, and one 
carried a cane. She struck a number of 
bottles on a showcase, breaking them and 
the showcase.

Civic Marriage First. 

The first ceremonies of the day were pri- 
vate, and the attendance was limited to the 
households of the bride and the bridegroom.

It has long been known among the trans- |

“The insurrection in the Philippines has 
been aided and prolonged from the start 
by leading firms in Manila,” said E. Elis- 
worth Carey, until recently of Manila, to- 
day.

firms acting as their agents and bankers, and 


that other firms were constantly paying as- 
sessments to Filipino leaders. This was done 
to curry favor with the masses and to se- 
cure trade. One large firm has agencies in 
every port of the islands K also in China 
and Japan. 


In Touch with 

These scattered agencies have been at 
all times in touch with insurgents and have 
collected and distributed money. 
By means of this firm the rebels in the 
north of Luzon could send money to any part 
of the group in perfect safety. These facts 
have been known to civilians in Manila and 
have been fully discussed. It has been use- 
less to report these matters in past, as there 
was no direct proof.“ 

Carman’s California Record. 

Carman, the Californian who is under ar- 
rest, has a bad record in this city. He Is 
charged with having swindled many Eastern 
people by selling land in Kenwood colony in 
Sonoma County, which, it is claimed, was 
plastered with mortgages. Later he organ- 
ized a Klondike company, and subscribers 
have so far received no returns. Carman 
landed in Manila with only $80, but for many 
months he has been making $1,000 per week 
in trading. It’s been an open secret that 
he and his partners supplieg insurgents with 
arms and food, but, ho leg proot could be 
secured.

Mexico Ignited by Electric Wires — 

‘Village on Surface Above Torn to 

Shreds — Property Located in Re- 
ote Region of Durango commer — 
fen in Shaft Escape. 


Chihuahua, Feb. 7.— [Special. 
Word has just reached here of an explasion 
in the San Andres mine. situated in a re- 
mote locality of the Sierra Madras, in the 
western part of the State of Durango, which 
caused the death of eighty-seven men, wom- 
en, and children, and injured many others. 
The accident was due to the explosion of 
several hundred cases of dynamite, which 
as stored in en Underground chamber of 
t e mine. 

Electric wires connecting with the hoisting 
machinery passed through the room in which 
this dynamite was stored, and it is supposed 
that these wires became crossed, thereby 
causing a fire’ which set off the dynamite. 
| All of the killed and injured were on the 
surface, most of them occupying residences 
immediately over the underground workings 
or the mine. 

The explosion tore away the, Whole top of 
the mountain on which the village of miners 
wis-located and, men, women, and chil- 
dren were blown to pieces. . Among those 
who were killed was Herman Luetsman, 
the superintendent of the mine, and all the 
members of his family. _ 

At the time of the explosion there were 
several hundred miners at work in the lower 
workings of the mine, and, strange to say, 
none of them was sériously injured, although 
they were all severely shocked by the terri- 
fic force of the explosion. They rushed to 
the surface through one of the shafts that 
was not filled with debris. 

The work of gathering up the fragments 
of the victims of the explosion scattered 
over the mountain was begun, and they were 
placed together and buried in one grave. 
But few of the remains were recognizable. 
Summons were sent to neighboring camps 
for surgeons to attend to the injured, and 
it was some time before this aid arrived. 
The San Andres mine is the most celebrated 
silver mine in Mexico. It is valued at $20,- 
600,000. 
dollars’ worth of ore.

Captain Dunham was, until his retirement 
from active business eight months ago, 
the sentative marine man of the city.

Success crowned his 
efforts,.and two years later he determined 
to seek a better field on the Gulf of Mexico.

Captain Dunham left the savings of 5 +4 
in the South and began all over again. . 
had tug built near ‘Philadelphia oe 
brought it to Chicago. He then began the 
business that occupied the balance of his 
active life. By his ability he»became the 
leading owner of tugs on the Chicago River 
and a large vessel owner. He was an early 
member of the Board of Trade, and was 
easily ‘the leader in the 1 interests ot 
the city. | 


“Begins Fight for the River. 


It was at this time Captain Dunham became 

deeply 3 in the preservation of the 
Chicago River for navigation, and he took 
up the long fight that made him best known 
as acitizen. For over twenty years he waged 
the fight, public sentiment being at the start 
‘ jukewarm, if not hostile. It was due to his 
work, at first almost single-handed, that 
the river was saved for navigation, In the 
majority of cases he was successful in defeat- 
ing the efforts of property-owners to en- 
croach on the river, but now and then he 
was defeated. In every case defeat has 
meant large outlays to the Drainage board 
when it un the task of improving 
the river. 
In his fight for the steam Chptain Dun- 
ham made many trips to Washington. A- 
most alone he defeated the plans of the 
Northwestern Elevated road for a bridge 
at La Salle street. He led the movement 
which. compelled the city to take out the ob- 
jectionable bridge at Canal street, when the 
principle of the control of the river by the 
federal government was at stake. The en- 
eroachments on the river by the Northern 
Pacific at Taylor street were stopped at the 
last moment by his discovery of what an ob- 
sure ordinance in the City Council meant.

| Two years ago Captain Dunham was in- 
strumental in the formation of the Chicago 
River Improvement association and became 
its President. In that capacity he took an 
active part in the plans for the preservation 
of the river, but the movement had grown 
to such proportions that it no longer needed 
his guiding hand, and he withdrew from the 
movement, when he sold his tugs to the 
trust) He had not lost interest in the move- 
| ea but felt that his work was needed no 
onger, 

It was while he was engaged in his fight 
‘for the preservation of the river that Cap- 
tain nham was elected to the City Coun- 
ell. served one term: As a recognition 
of his work for the marine int ts Captain 
Dunham was elected four ye ago to the 
Presidency of the Lake Carriers‘ association, 
and it was due largely to his efforts that 
the Michigan Central was unable to secure 
Congressional sanction for a bridge across 
the Detroit River. 

Nearly two years ago the Captain was 
"instrumental in forming the tug trust, to 
which he sold the tugs he owned at Chicago 
and South Chicago. He retired and soon 
afterwards made a tour of Europe. He re- 
turned last summer in time to take up his 
Tesidence at Lake Geneva.

EDDY ON COMBINATIONS, 
Arthur J. Eddy of the Chicago bar has 
written a two-volume law book on trusts 
and combinations, which was reviewed at 
some length in last Saturday’s Trreune. 
The work is a significant contribution to 
‘the véxec subject of which it treats. The 
author has trated the history of anti- 
monopoly legislation and decisions from the 
earliest beginni of the Engli¢h common 
law to the latest anti-trast statutes in the 
United States, and has drawn deductiéns 
from the exhibit as a whole. Mr. Eddy is 
an able lawyer and as this is the first time 
all the laws on trusts and combinations 
have been brought into one book his con- 
clusions can scarcely fail to be of peculiar

A SUBTERFUGE THAT PAILED. 
Tun CuiIcaco has been collecting 
the opinions of the country newspapers of 
Iuinois and neighboring States in reference 
to the ship subsidy bill. There is a decided 
preponderance of views adverse to the bill. 
Of twenty-two answers received from In- 
nols editors, thirteen show opposition to the 
measure, while eight are in favor of it. Of 
Republicans papers exclusively, seven were 
pro and eight anti subsidy. The Indians 
newspapers consulted stand eleven against 
subsidy to one in favor of it; Wisconsin, 
eleven against and nine for; Iowa, thirteen 
against and eight for, nearly all the editors 
interrogated being Republicans.

@ recent decision in which a concern at- 
“empted to enforce a contract against a 
eorporation it was held that the corporation 
had exceeded the scope of its power in en-

‘Tool company vs. the H. W. Jones Manu- 
facturing company, and is printed in the 
Appellate Court report.

here, but the Burlington, which practically 
covers the same territory east of the Mis- 
sourt River and St. Paul as the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, also runs into the same depot, 
and interchanges with the Pennsylvania on 
the same terms as the Milwaukee and St.

Chicago and St. Louis have always been 
the dividing lines between the Eastern and 
Western railroad systems, and it is not be- 
lieved that this condition of affairs will de 
disturbed by the consolidation of financial 
interests now in progress and which claimed 
to be for the purpose of peat podiaaatan 
maintenance of agreed rates. 


| Is News to Earling. 
President Earling of the Milwaukee aaa 
St. Paul, when asked what truth there was 
in the latest consolidation report, said he 
had never before heard of it and he thought 
it quite HMkely that he would know if any- 
thing of the kind was to be done. 
More importance is attachéd to the report 
that the Lackawanna may acquire control 
of the Wabash railroad. There are many 
good reasons for such a combination. The 
Lackawanna, which is one of the principal 
coal roads, needs an independent outlet to 
Chicago and St. Louis, and the Wabash 
would furnish this. Close relationship has 
existed between the two roads for the last 
two years, and through train service over 
them between New York and Chicago and St. 
Louis has proved quite successful. 
Just where the control of the Wabash 
has been since its reorganisation nobody 
seems. to know för certain. Gould has an 
interest in it, but not a controling one, as 
has been generally supposed.
